Prayer, generally, marked; and, indeed, 
where they are not marked, as in the Tz 
Dux, and, the Pſalms, &c. how common 
is it for the Miniſter to miſs a verſe, and, 
read that which ſhould have been read by 
the people? The ſame reaſon holds good for 
marking the emphatical words, as it will not 
only point out to the injudicious reader 
where the Emphaſis ſhould be laid, but, will 
prevent, in the moſt careful reader, any error 
that may ariſe, by taking off the eye, or, by 
any involuntary wandering of the mind. In 
pointing aud marking the Language, he begs 

leave to ſay, that he has not been ale, 
but, has ſtudied the true meaning, and, if, 
in ſome places, he varies from the general 
reading, he flatters hunſelf the variation will 
riſe from a different mode of expreſſing the 
ſame ſenſe, or on a thorough inveſtigation 
of the Sentence, from his having conſidered 
the Subject, perhaps, with a little more at- 
tention than is commonly done. The Lan- 
guage of the Common-Prayer 1s highly 
finiſhed, and it is to be regretted, that its 
Sublimity ſhould ever be loſt in the reading.

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 


T HERE being no expletives or uneceſſary words 
| crammed into the language of the Common- 
Prayer, for the purpoſe of ſmoothing or ſoftening it, or, 
making the periods, as in modern compoſition, flow 
round and harmonious; but, the whole having been 
well ſtudied to expreſs, in the ſublimeſt manner, the 
thoughts and ſentiments it is meant to convey ; we are 
not to ſuppoſe any words here to be uſeleſs: of courſe, 
where an Epithet precedes a Subſtantive, it is, there, 
placed to denote the quality of that Subſtantive; and, 
although the Subſtantive is that, on which the ſtroke 
of the voice is generally to be laid; the Adjective or 
Epithet ought not to be loſt under that ſtroke, but, 
ſwelled. To' point out this, where a Subſtantive is 
preceded by an Epithet, the Epithet is printed in Ita- 
| licks and the Subſtantive in capitals, to denote, that, 
though a ſtreſs is to be laid upon the Epithetethe chief 
Emphaſis or ſtroke of the voice ſhould fall upon the 
Subſtantive. As, for example; in the words, „ pure 
HEART, and, humble voice,” at the end of the Ad- 
dreſs tathe people, before the general Confeſſion; we 
being deſired to accompany the Minifter, not only with 
heart and voice; but with a pure HEART, and, humble 
VOICE,

In the Engliſh language, though the conjunctives, 
and, but, for, or, &c. connect the different parts of a 
Sentence together, and, in the pointing, have ſeldom 
been followed with a Comma; yet, in the Language 
before us, where the words, following theſe conjunc- 
tives, expreſs ſomething diſtin& from the words before 
them, I have placed a comma after each; denoting, * 
that a ſmall pauſe ſhould be made at ſuch commas, 
though we, by no means, ſhould draw our breath : As, 
for example, in the laſt paſſage of the Lord's Prayer,

& glory.” Indeed a comma following a word, if we 
pauſe the leaſt upon it, gives a degree of emphaſis to

The Collects, in general, are divided into three parts.

i lower in the Supplicatory part, than either in the In. 
1 vocation or Termination, I have divided each of theſe 
1 parts from the other, by a black line, that the reader

did to Joſhua, ** Behold, I have cauſed thine iniquity to paſs 
from thee and will clothe thee with change of raiment,””

At the rehearſal of the Creeds there are two antient 
cuſtoms, continued in our Church, though not exjorned, which 
have been and till are rejected by ſome, as ſuperſtitious, 
and declincd by others, as inconvenient, The firſt is that 
of turning towards the Eaſt or Chancel, which took its riſe 
from hence. Before the birth of our Saviour, The Genrilzs 
did all gepetally worſhip the Sun; in conſequence of which 
their worſhip was directed towards the Ea, the 
place of its riſing. After Chriſt's death, therefore, when 
their temples became hallowed into Chriſtian Churches, 
worſhipping Chriſt Jeſus, the /un of rightcouſneſs, they Bill 
turned their faces towards the ſame place, as a ſymbolical 
memorial of that great light, which was to lighten the 
Gentiles.” For this reaſon has the form of Chriſtian Churches, 
from the beginning, been directed towards the Eaſt, For 
the ſame reaſon are men buricd with their faces the ſame

Chu: ches, they were ſo diſpoſed, as to confine all perſons, 
whether kneeling or ſtanding, to turn to the Eaſt; as may 
be generally ſeen in moſt Country Churches.

The euſtomary 
and idle Selection of a fe diſcot dant r in Coun- 
try Churches, has, in a great meaſure, deſtroyed the Solem- 
nity of this part of our Worſhip; but, it does not hence 
follow that the Inſtitution. is the worſe, or that the office 
- ſhould be leſs attended to. It is the duty of every. one to 
join where: they can, and that fanding, We are directed 
to ing with the ſpirit and the underſtandings” which is 
impoſſible to be properly done upon our ſeats, as is too 
frequently the caſe. Let every one, therefore, riſe upon 
his feet and add his ſong of praiſe to that of others, not ſo 
loud as to be heard alone, but yet enough to increaſe the 
ſwell, and convince his God, that he is not backward in 
raiſing his voice in ſounds of Praiſe and Songs of general 
' thankſgiving,
